Tur Gwalior Gazette of the 19th of December alludes to 
the conduct of one Shidi Ibrahim Khan, Chief of the island 
‘¢ Habsh,” near Bombay, who is said to have beaten three 
men to death for some trifling fault, and who, moreover, was 
in the habit of misbehaving in other respects, and has conse- 
quently been set aside, and the British rule established in the 
island. The Burk Khatiff is quoted as the authority for this 
statement. 


Wis Gualtie Gants of the SO of December dees wok 
require special notice. 


The Rohilkhund Ukhbar of the 25th of December, under the 
heading ‘* Russia,” states that news has arrived from Yar- 
kund to the effect that some 2,000 Russians have assembled 
on the river (banks of?) Narbun, and that the Chief of that 
place is anxious to make peace with them. The writer goes 
on to say, ‘* The agent who has been sent from Yarkund to 
Hindoostan has not yet arrived. The traders say that the 
Russians are advancing most successfully. It would be much 


better to send another agent to enquire into the affairs of 
Central Asia.” 


The same paper of the 1st of J anuary - remarks that the 
Political Agent, ‘ Major Ross, of Gywar (?), having passed 9 
successful examination in Arabic, has been rewarded by the 
British Government with a present’ of Rs. 30,000.”

The Oordoo Muir Gazette of the 5th of January alludes to 
the expected arrival in Calcutta of ‘‘ Mahomed Unis, Chief of 
Yarkund, i. ¢, Mahomed Ukhwund and Kasim Ukhwund.” 
i It is said that these Chiefs were expected about the same time 
| as His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh; and the 
i writer says, ‘* we do not think that these men are of the first 
i rank, but still we must look upon them as Ambassadors, and 
i treat them so, that they may return to their country. and tell 
a at Kashgurh all about the wealth and discipline of the British 
army. The object of the visit is that they may — 
arms and munitions of war to use against the Russians.” 


— Under the heading . Request, ” it is said that a strange 
request has been made to Her Majesty the Queen in Durbar 
by certain people who are out of employment, stating the fact, 
and praying that Her Majesty will cause enquiry into. their 
condition. It is further said that there are many poor and 
hungry people in England, who might or would find ample ~ 
employment if they were to go to some less populated coun- 
try, but that they are unable to go in consequence of their. 
poverty. The writer says,—‘‘ Enough; the request is that 
these people should be-shipped off to other places, and the, 
great fear is that in some places orders have been passed by 
the Queen that they should introduce their own rules, &. This 
power ought never to be given them ; and it would be better for 
the people of those places if Her Maj esty were to proclaim 
herself Queen. From all these places a representative should be 
present in Council, in order that when laws are framed their 
interests may be respected. —

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Inspector or Sub-Inspector will make. his opinion public (or 
give this opinion outto the public). The Inspectors generally, 
from want of time, and being over-worked, live on in the hope. 
that in some way relief may come, and doubtless it is their 


right, but in such matters a free opinion ought tobe given,” &e.

~The Muir Gazette of the 5th of January gives 5 his opinion 
concerning the Honorary Magistrates of Meerut, viz., that 
four persons ought to.be appointed Honorary Magistrates; 
and that whenever a case is to be decided, two of them should 
investigate it, by which full enquiry will be made, and jus- 
tice extended to all parties. “In difficult cases all four Ho- 
norary Magistrates should be engaged, in order that there may 
be no opportunity of'saying that there is any bias, or that 
a one-sided decision has-been given. This arrangement exists 
in Delhi, and therefore we suggest it to Government.” 


The Ukhbar Benares of the 6th of J anuary, and the J agat 
Samachar of the 7th, do not require special notice. : 


The Marwar Gazette of the 3rd of January mentions that, 
“from a statement sent to the Durbar, it is learnt that, of the 
Neema, country, Marwar, there are ten children in the Nee- 
much cantonment with no one to look after them. An order 
has, therefore, been sent by the Durbar to the Neemuch Agent 


_ to send them carefully to the seat of Government, where they 


will be well-cared for.”” The editor adds that this conduct on 
the part of the Durbar shows the desire it possesses to protect 
the poor, and ‘‘ we have hope that a house of refuge for such 
unfortunates will be established at Neema Marwar: for the 
present, and until such an institution be established, these 
children should be sent on to Dhoukul, where, as of old, some 
four or five hundred Brahmins are fed by the Durbar.”
